U, S. Soldiers Land in Shanghai; 
Band Plays and Chinese Cheer 


1168 Regular Army Men Are First Ever in 
Chinese City—Will Reinforce Marines in | 
Foreign Area. 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAIT, Feb. 6. — The 


1168 United States Soldiers of 
the Thirty-first Infantry, who ar- 
rived yesterday from Manila on the 
transport Chaumont, were landed 
today. It was the first time that 
American regular army troops ever 
were landed at Shanghai, although 
marines have heen there almost 
continually. The troops marched 
in formation through the Interna- 
tional Settlement to a former Chin- 
ese amusement hall which wag 
turned into a ‘barracks. 

They marche to the strains of 
martial music played by a Filipino 
band and they were led by pictur- 
esque Indian Sikhs on white horses 
and Shanghai motor cycle police. 
They were in high spirits and, 
when the band crashed into the 
famous World War songs, ‘Parley 
Voo,’” they began the song with a 
roar. The onlookers, principally 
Chinese, cheered, lifting their 
yoices higher when the Stars and 
Stripes passed under a guard of 
color bearers. 

The new troops will take up po- 
sitions along the settlement defense 
lines tomorrow, beside the United 
States marines. British soldiers 


| 


will join them on the other side. 
The contingent brought supplies 
for 60 days in addition to those 
which will be available here as a 
result of heavy contracts let, to 
local firms. 

The men are under the command 
of Col. L. D. Gasser and 68 offi- 
cers. 

“We are not cold, but raring to 
go,”’ they said. They had just 
come from the balmy weather of 
the Philippines. The soldiers wore 
winter field uniforms, having 
donned them two days out of Ma- 
nila. The uniforms showed they 
had just heen unpacked, as did the 
overcoats, which had not yet lost 
their wrinkles. 

Unless an emergency arose, Col. 
Gasser said, his outfit would spend 
the day “getting settled.” They 
would police the huilding, making 
repairs necessary for their con- 
venience. 

The troops lacked adequate 
transportation facilitieg. Col. Gagsger 
said they were unable to bring a 
sufficient number of motor trucks, 
therefore they would use United 
States Marine trucks temporarily 
until more equipment arrived from 
Manila.

Intense fighting was going on jin 
the Hongkew section of the Inter- 
hational Settlement, which has 
been taken over by the Japancse. 
Armed Chinese in civilian clothes 
were held responsible for this phase 
of the action. Japanese authorities 
declared 1000 Chinese snipers had 
set themselves up in Hongchew 
during the last few days, taking a 
heavy toll of Japanese lives. The 
Japanese dead was estimated at 350 
and jt was said that an equal nuim- 
ber of snipers had been slain. 

The Japanese air activity was 
continued at the Woosung forts, 16 
miles down the Whangpoo River 
from Shangha!.

At that time the Court did not 
pass on the reasonableness of the 
rate schedule, but ruled that the 
Commission had erred in the meth. 
ods used in revaluation in connec. 
tion with the company’s application 
for a rate increase, and had erreq 
in not making certain deductions 
from the valuation. The Court said, 
however, that “on a rehearing and 
a probable readjustment of values 
the schedule will mecegsarily be 
modified.” 

As freqpiently occurs in the reg. 
ulation of public utility rates, the 
latest gas rate proposal of the 
clede Co. was filed with the Con 
mission before the courts had com. 
pleted a review of Commission's 
action on the preceding one.

They are aroused in the morning 
at 6 o'clock for breakfast, which 
consists of four slices of bread, a 
eup of coffee and a bowl of cooked 
cereal with milk and sugar.

The lodging house rules require 
transients, that is those who give 
addresses in other cities when reg- 
istering. to leave after three days.

The city maintains the lodging 
house from November until May. 
It was operated from May until 
Novemer last year by the Bureau 
for Homeless Men, but ordinarily 
it is closed during those months. 
To finance additional activities of 
the bureau last year the Citizens’ 
Committee gave it $57,397, and it 
received $26,604 from the Com- 
munity Fund. 

The bureau served 3514 men 
last month, but is preparing now to 
reduce the number of actige cases 
to 400, in the event Citizens’ Com- 
mittee funds are not replenished.

Young Allen said he told his sis- 
ter “‘Rosey”’ that he wanted to have 
a serious talk with her about Don- 
aldson. He told her that their 
father had told him he found Don- 
aldson in her room at 2 a. m. and 
that when the father ordered Don- 
aldson out, she slapped her father 
in the face and Donaldson threw 
him into his own bedroom and beat 
him, 

“I told Rosey that I did not think 
that was right,” the brother testi- 
fied, “and I said Donaldson had 
ruined her and was trying to kill 
our father. I told my sister if she 
could. not keep Donaldson out of 
the apartment it was all right for 
her to meet him downstairs, 

“Rosey said that she wasn't go- 
ing to stay in the house if she 
couldn't have her friends come up 
and see her. I told her that was 
absolutely up to her. I told her 
she was the only girl I loved—and 
she is—and I tried to do every- 
thing I could to keep things peace- 
ful in the house.

$3 700,000 VOTED 
FOR BUILDING OF 
CTY AUDITORIUM 


Aldermen Pass Measure De- 
spite Attempt at Delay 
Pending Inquiry Into Pur- 
chase of Arena. 


Mayor Miller announced today 
he would sign on Feb. 19, a 
$3,700,000 appropriation bill for 
construction of the Municipal 
Auditorium, which was passed by 
the Board of Aldermen unanimous- 
ly yesterday in spite of an attempt 
to defer action for two weeks. 

The building will be erected on 
the block between Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets, Market street and 
Clark avenue, and will be paid for 
out of a $5,000,000 bond issue fund 
provided for acquisition of the site 
and construction. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service said he would ask 
for bids by March 15, not only for 
construction of the north portion of 
the building, but also for the en- 
tire structure as originally planned. 
He said that recent contracts let 
by the city indicated that a respon- 
sible contractor might be induced 
to undertake the entire construc- 
tion for $3,700,000, despite an esti- 
mate a year ago that placed the 
minimum cost of the completed 
structure at $6,000,000. 

An ordinance compromising for 
$51,000 the $90,000 claim of the 
city against the Manufacturers’ 
Railway for violation of a franchise 
obligation more than 10 years ago 
was passed with only one dissent- 
ing vote, that of Alderman John 
Fett of the Eleventh Ward. 

Alderman Fett said he voted 
against the compromise because he 
told officers of the railroad 10 
years ago that he would never vote 
for a compromise until they gave 
the name of an Alderman who 
they said had approached one of 
them with a proposition to get the 
bill passed for $15,000, on the basis 
of $1000 each to the 15 members 
required to pass the measure. The 
identity of the Alderman has re- 
mained undisclosed. 

The board voted to vacate Ber- 
nard street between Grand boule- 
vard and Prospect avenue and al- 
leys between Market street on the 
north and the Wabash tracks on 
the south in the same district, with- 
out compensation to the city, to 
permit construction of warehouse 
buildings -t an estimated cost of 
$500,000. The street and _ alleys 
have never existed actually, being 
merely designations on city records. 

Passage of a repeal bill setting 
aside the widening of Fourteenth 
street from Chouteau avenue to Al- 
len avenue was recommended by 
the board by a vote of 19 to 10.

Proposal From Breadon., 

The amusement tax bill, a 2 per 
cent levy on gross receipts, has not 
yet been drafted and will not be 
introduced until Monday. Theater 
interests have opposed this meas- 
ure and today President Neun of 
the Board of Aldermen read a let- 
ter from Sam Breadon, president 
of the St. Louis National League 
Baseball Club, in which he offered 
a counter proposal and suggested 
that the Cardinals and the Browns 
be exempt from the tax. 

Breadon wrote that the manage- 
ment of the Browns had agreed to 
an early season benefit game with 
the Cardinals, the receipts to go to 
the Citizens’ Committee. The two 
clubs would guarantee that if the 
receipts were less than the tax 
would have been, they would make 
up the difference. 

A similar benefit game last Sep- 
tember, Breadon pointed out, net- 
ted the committee, $30,250, which 
he said was about twice what 
might be obtained by the 2 per 
cent levy on receipts of the Browns 
and Cardinals. 

Alderman Wimer suggested that 
Breadon’s figures probably did not 
include receipts of the world series 
games last October. A 2 per cent 
tax on the four games played here 
would have amounted to $11,450. 
Eilers said he thought baseball 
ought to pay its share of the tax, 
but added the whole matter would 
be taken up at the committee hear- 
ing. 

The four measures were planned 
by Comptroller Nolte to produce 
about $650,000 to be used for re- 
lief purposes. They are to become 
inoperative as soon as_ the relief 
emergency has passed. 

Working on Private Gifts. 

Mayor Miller’s committee of 
business, civic and religious lead- 
ers called together last week to 
cope with the emergency is to meet 
again Monday, when a sub-com- 
mittee will report a plan to raise 
$600,000 by private subscriptions. 
One method being considered by 
the sub-committee is the Mayor's 
plan to “assess” the wealth of the 
city, publishing the amount of the 
contribution sought and the re- 
sponse in each case. 

As soon as Citizens’ Committee 
receives new funds from the city 
or the private campaign, May said, 
its member agencies will be _  in- 
structed to again accept new appli- 
cations. The city’s appropriation, 
matched by an equal sum from pri- 
vite sources, would enable the com- 
mittee to carry on full relief work 
only for one month. 

“Expenditures during January,” 


May said, “ran about $6500 a day. 
Because demands have piled up 
while we are forced to turn away 
new applicants, it will take about 
$7000 a day to resume full opera- 
tions.” 

The committee’s funds actually 
in hand have been exhausted, but 
about $300,000 is still due it from 
the joint campaign tast fall with 
the Community Fund. This, how- 
ever, is to be paid throughout the 
year in quarterly installments. 

The city’s $100,000 appropria- 
tion is planned as the first install- 
ment of about $650,000 to be ap- 
propriated to the committee during 
the year, provided an equal amount 
is realized by public contributions. 

The Board of Aldermen at yes- 
terday’s meeting passed a resolu- 
tion requesting adjoining commu- 
nities to increase their tax on 
gasoline to conform with that of 
St. Louis and to devote the added 
revenue to relief work. Such action 
would equalize the price of gasoline 
throughout the 8t. Louis territory 
and prevent St. Louis owners of 
filling stations from operating at a 
disadvantage.

Lawyers for Mrs. Leta C. Davis

The fairness of a $25,000 attor- 
neys’ fee was enlarged upon by E. 
McD Stevens of counsel for Mrs. 
Leta C. Davis at yesterday's hear- 
ing before Circuit Judge McElthin- 
ney at Clayton on her application 
for alimiony pending Itigation. 
Further testimony will be heard 
Monday. 

Stevens, questioned by his asso- 
late in the case, Samuel W. 
Fordyce, elucidated that the charge 
of extravagance brought by Edward 
C. Davis, secretary of the Frazier- 
Davis Censtruction Co., was a large 
factor in making a large fee rea- 
sonable. Davis sued for divorce 
on grounds of indignities, and Mrs. 
Davis filed a cross bill alleging 
desertion. 

‘Because of that charge, the law- 
yer explained, counsel would have 
to obtain Mrs. Davis’ bills and can- 
celed checks—‘“and there may be 
thonsands of them.” The work, he 
declared, would require the services 
of a clerk for a month at about 
$200. And then an audit of the 
construction company might be ro- 
quired, he said, to determine what 
Davis’ stock was worth and what 
he owed the company. Testiinony 
was introduced yesterday that he 
owed it $129,000. 

The case would require a num- 
ber of depositions, at an expense of 
probably $1500, Stevens estimated. 
And, he declared, actual! trial prob- 
ably would run four to six weeks. 

“Would you usk $25,000 for rep- 
resenting a clerk earning $125 a 
month?” asked Davis’ attorney, 
Walter Wehrle. 

“No,” Stevens smiled. “Extrav- 
agance probably wouldn't be 
charged on that salary.” 

The month # bills received at the 
Davis residence, §14 East Argonne 
drive, Kirkwood, were discussed. 
Those addressed to Davis totaled 
$781, and those to Mrs. Davis, 
$2273. The largest was a depart- 
ment store statement for $1018. 
Davis’ eyes widened in surprise as 
he heard it read in court, and Mrs. 
Davis murmured, “There must be 
some mistake.”’ 

Mrs. Davis explained that ‘she 
had been gradually aiding to the 
furnishings of the house since its 
construction three years ago, and 
that this increased her household 
expense. Besides these costs, her 
bills included some expenses of 
Davis and their two children, Sarah 
and Edward Jr. She explained that 
furnishings accounted for much of 
$9900 canceled checks previously 
introduced, such as an $1800 check 
for rugs.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ANY of the points in the letter cap- 
M tioned “St. Louis at the Crossroads” 
are well taken. St. Louis has much 
to think about.

ously affected Japanese economic life and prosper- 
ity. This resulted in the ruthless military action 
which Japan has carried into Shanghai, with the 
danger of entangling other nations. 
The boycott is a terrible weapon. It is economic 
warfare which attacks the means of existence. Simi- 
lar situations exist practically throughout the world. 
India has a boycott against British goods which has 
aroused the British and caused them to take ruthless 
repressive action. The boycott, however, is not al- 
ways direct. It is sometimes indirect, in the form of 
trade restrictions, especially high tariffs. In Europe, 
not only do some nations hold territory and advan- 
tages wrested from others through war, but high 
tariff barriers have been erected which interfere with 
trade and cause widespread distress. They threaten 
the economic life of nations anc intensify the war 
hatreds already existing. It is largely on account 
of them that Europe is now wallowing in intense de- 
pression and the nations are armed to the teeth 
against one another. 
The United States is not guiltless in this economic 
warfare. We have been the leader in tariff building, 
and we are suffering from the resentment of other 
nations, which are following our example. Europe 
has become a network of tariff barriers, which are 
causing poverty and distress and are fomenting inter- 
national hatreds which lead to war. 
The statesmen of the worlé have something more to 
do than to confer on peace and disarmament, which 
has little effect while the causes of disorder and 
armament exist. They must go deeper than that and 
take action to remove the causes. They must try to 
eliminate injustices and restore genuine co-operation 
and trade among the natians before they can create 
that will to peace which is founded on good will and 
friendly co-operative relations. They must not only 
revise unjust treaties, but they must break down the 
barriers to trade. This alone will usher in the era 
of peace, when costly armaments will be regarded as 
unnecessary. 
MEXICO SHOWS THE WORLD. 
The exhibition of Mexican arts at the City Art 
Museum, to which we have already called attention, 
contains, among some 500 objects of revealing in- 
terest, samples of paintings and drawings made by 
Indian children at the open air schools established 
in the villages by the Government. Begun as an ex- 
periment, with Mexican artists of proved skill in 
charge, the plan of these schools was merely to pro- 
vide facilities for artistic expression among those 
who otherwise would lack them. Children were pro 
vided with materials and asked to use them. The re- 
sults have been so gratifying in their simple fresh- 
ness and undirected loyalty to the native scenes and 
traditions that various exhibitions of the work in 
European and Oriental capitals have caused similar 
schools to be set up in other lands. That a mini- 
mum of formal! instruction will produce a maximum 
of creative activity is a truism as fixed as the north 
star, yet so far as its being applied to juvenile art 
is concerned, the rest of the world, apparently, has 
awaited the initiative of old Mexico. Nor is this 
strange. It takes culture as deep-rooted as Mexico's 
to produce so unmistakable a contribution to a richer 
world. 
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WILL MISSOURI TAKE THE LEAD? 

With the Attorney-General’s office at Jefferson City 
at work on a constitutional amendment to reduce the 
number of counties in the State, it now becomes pos- 
sible that Missouri may take the lead in the first 
large-scale application of the county consolidation 
movement. According to the plan, the proposal will 
be submitted to the voters at the genera! election 
this fall. 

The merit of the measure will depend upon the 
manner in which it is framed and in what it purposes 
to do in detail. In general, however, it is at once 
possible to support it, at least in direction. From 
time to time the Post-Dispatch has pointed out the 
folly of maintaining costly county governments which 
were fixed upon the country in the horse-and-buggy 
era and remain now only to harass the taxpayers. 
Missouri with 114 counties is one of the leading of- 
fenders among the states in the matter of these out- 
moded units. Numerically speaking, perhaps only in 
Kentucky with 120 counties is it more imperative that 
the movement actually get under way. Georgia, with 
an even larger number, 161, has already combined 
three counties, including the one containing Atlanta. 
A few figures will make clear how much the county 
needs attention. The lergest county in the United 
States has in excess of 20,000 square miles and the 
smallest but 22. The largest in population has more 
than 3,000,000 people. One in Texas in 1920 had 37 
residents, hardly enough to fill out the slate of offi- 
cers. In recent years, the principal activities of coun- 
ties, those relating to roads, schools, charitable insti- 
tutions and justice, have more and more been assumed 
by the State. As the trend accelerates, as it is certain 
to do, taxpayers who keep up counties will get less 
and less for their money. Obviously, the consolida- 
tion of counties is a basic step in the establishment 
of state governmental efficiency and economy. 

The township as well needs the attention of the 
taxpayers. It, however, is not the common nuisance 
that the county is. Only 17 states have townships, the 
number ranging as high as 1973 in Minnesota. Mis- 
sour! has some 350. According to Prof. Simeon E.

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REAL LEADERSHIP. 

Joseph P. Tumulty has put his Celtic curse on ex- 
pediency. Long associated with Woodrow Wilson as 
political mentor in the beginning, later as secretary, 
first at Trenton and thence to Washington; falling 
at last under the Jovian frown which, however, failed 
to chill his loyalty; subsequently biographer and 
faithful still, he is deeply moved by what seems to 
him the treason of Newton D. Baker and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in turning away from the League of 
Nations. Though he mentions no names, everyone 
knows whom he refers to in his denunciation of ex- 
pediency and his impassioned plea for political lead- 
ers with convictions and the courage of them. 
Mr. Tumulty is on secure moral ground in con- 
demning the opportunism of candidates who are will- 
ing to surrender any position or move over to a new 
point, or to be noncommittal or crypti¢, or whatever 
is required, to curry popular favor. It is not a new 
practice, however, nor is it confined to any party. 
A classic example occurred in the campaign of 1920, 
when Mr. Harding contrived to hold the then viru- 
lent anti-Leaguers in line while at the same time such 
pro-League Republicans as Mr. Root, Mr. Wickersham, 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Hoover signed the famous com- 
munique which assured the people that Mr. Harding’s 
election carried the best prospect of our entering the 
League. 
Mr. Hoover himself managed the prohibition ques- 
tion with similar art in 1928. He was, of course, the 
hope and expectancy of the drys, yet editors of East- 
ern Republican journals were persuaded he was a 
modificationist, if not a repealer, and passed that 
impression along to their readers. 
It is trite to say that no President can take us 
into the League of Nations, or keep us out, because 
of his personal conviction, nor can change our prohi- 
bition policy. In both instances he is powerless ex- 
cept he have the support of public opinion. But the 
public, manifestly, has a right to know a presidential 
candidate’s attitude in matters of such moment, and 
if, and when, they don’t know it they are unavoidably 
voting for a masked figure. 
Just how long the people will remain true to the 
dodgers and straddlers and trimmers we have no way 
of knowing. What we all know is that the present 
crisis does call for a leadership candid and unafraid. 
Purported leaders who fall below that standard, who 
employ the same old tricks that worked well in nor- 
mal times, may be successful. When they win the peo- 
ple lose. Their election means little, if anything. 
A candidate without conviction will necessarily be an 
official without conviction. 
Real leaders are made of sterner stuff, and if we 
ever needed real leaders we need them now.

THE DES PERES PARKWAY. 
A proposal to reduce the width of the River des 
Peres parkway, planned as a long, meandering park 
strip beside the new Des Peres channel, is being con- 
sidered by a committee of the City Plan Commission. 
It is to be hoped that a means will be found of car- 
rying out the original scheme, which will give St. 
Louis a welcome and useful innovation. . 
The plan calls for a park of 300 to 500 feet or more 
in width, varying with the lay of the land, and about 
four and a half miles long, from Lansdowne avenue 
to Morganford road, with an extension to Christy 
Park and a similar parkway on Kingshighway South- 
west. There would be a picturesque, winding drive— 
not a boulevard or speedway—pools, spaces for games 
and other park features. 
The Park Commissioner has told the Plan Com- 
mission that only about $200,000 was allocated to pay 
for the needed land in the bond accounts, although 
he thought the condemnation commissioners now sit- 
ting would fix tre cost at about $300,000 and levy 
little or none of it as benefits against surrounding 
property. He suggested a reduction of the width to 
about 300 feet. In view of the possibilities for beauty, 
recreation and civic development in the parkway plan, 
its size should not be curtailed. It would seem both 
feasible and desirable to reduce the allocation of 
funds for other park projects not yet undertaken and 
thus obtain enough money for the city to pay the en- 
tire cost of the Des Peres scheme.

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TAXING SPEAKEASIES. 

Mr. Nolte’s proposal to levy a $200 license tax on 
soft drink parlors, the euphemistic term by which 
speakeasies are designated, recalls the Idaho pro- 
hibition conspiracy cases. Two Idaho towns, Wal- 
lace and Mullan, were deeply in debt and in need of 
schools, streets, bridges and better police protection. 
Mayor Harwood of Mullan decided to enforce an or- 
dinance licensing “soft drink” establishments. Like- 
wise, Mayor Herrick of Wallace instituted a system 
of collection from speakeasies, and designated the 
Chief of Police as collector. To keep accounting 
straight, Police Court complaints were drawn up 
against those who paid, charging them with traffic 
offenses. 

Federal dry officers descended upon the two towns 
and, after months of investigation, made an elaborate 
case. Harwood, Herrick and numerous other city 
officials were indicted for conspiracy to violate the 
prohibition laws. They were tried and convicted, 
though no attempt was made by the Government to 
show that any of the defendants had profited by the 
speakeasy collections. Two of the convicted men ap 
pealed to the U. 8. Circuit Court of Appeals, and won 
a reversal in April, 1931. The court made the inter 
esting observation that it is legal to tax what is for- 
bidden; that the power to tax is the power to de 
stroy, and, if pressed far enough, accomplishes that 


The case made against the municipal officers 
was simply this and nothing more: from time to 
‘time these officers collected tribute from boot- 
leggers, gamblers and perhaps other law violators 
within the city, sometimes openly and sometimes 
by subterfuge, but always for the benefit of the 
municipality.

Licensing, restricted hours and heavy taxes have decreased consumption of spirits in En- 
gland more than half; convictions for drunkenness have fallen from 188,877 to 51,- 
966 annually; to further reforms, commission urges closing inferior public houses 
by paying compensation; full prohibition and local option disregarded as ineffective. 


EFORE the war, the drink evil in En- 
B gland had been described in an official 

paper as “gigantic.” Though the evil 
was diminished, the description was not 
inept. The public houses (saloons) of Lon- 
don offered drink for sale for 18 hours a 
day (Sundays excepted). Elsewhere the 
hours were less, but not much less. Beer 
and spirits were cheap and the public 
houses, especially at the week-end, were full 
and noisy. In most towns and cities, Sat- 
urday night was an orgy. After long periods 
of tippling, crowds of fuddled drinkers be- 
haved irresponsibly in the streets. Rowdy- 
ism followed and a crop of arrests. The 
effects of the carouse often survived the 
week-end, and in many industries the re- 
sumption of work on Monday morning was 
incomplete. 

On this state of affairs, the effect of the 
war has been remarkable. At present the 
hours of sale of intoxicants are in London 
nine, and in the other places eight per day. 
Moreover, intoxicants are dear—three, four 
and five times their pre-war price. While 
price is up, alcoholic strength is down. To 
get drunk has become comparatively costly 
and difficult. Through lessened opportuni- 
ties of drinking and the increased costliness 
of drink and through other causes—the 
spread of education, an increased interest 
ir. athletics, more facilities for amusement 
and travel—England has undergone a strik- 
ing social change, the most notable fea- 
ture of which is the freedom of the younger 
generation from the rang SANE 
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In 1913, the per capita consumption of beer 
was 27.76 gallons and the per capita con- 
sumption of spirits .7 gallons. The figures 
of 1929 are 16.42 and .28 gallons. Thus the 
consumption of beer is reduced by more 
than a third and the consumpti of spirits 
by much more than half. The decline or 
insobriety appears to be even more notable, 
In 1913, persons convicted of drunkenness 
numbered 188,877. In 1929, in an enlarged 
population, convictions had fallen to 61,966. 

For reasons connected with the employ- 
ment of vast numbers of men and women 
in the manufacture of munitions in the 
reighborhood of Carlisle, the Government 


‘ was forced, early in the World War, to ac- 


quire the breweries, distilleries and public 
houses in and about that city. The success 
of state ownership was immediate and it 
has /been emphasized in the post-war years. 
Under state ownership, the less sanitary 
premises were demolished and the better 
premises improved. , The supply of food be- 
came a feature of many public houses. The 
bartenders were enlisted with admirable 
results in the promotion of good order and 
behavior. The state has pocketed in Car- 
lisie the profits which in other areas have 
gone to enrich already wealthy distillers 
and brewers. 

The experience of public ownership in 
Carlisle has widened in Great Britain the 
conception of the public house, has enabled 
reformers to think of it as a place of gen- 
eral intercourse and refreshment, purged of 
the grosser characteristics of the saloon and 
the drink-shop. A favorable verdict from 
the Royal Commission would do much to

Before the depreciation of sterling, the 
annual national drink bill of Great Britain 
approached $1,500,000,000 and, though 
nearly half this sum is represented by tax- 
ation, the expenditure in. a community 
stricken by unemployment and industrial 
catastrophe is grotesque and indefensible. 

England has too many public houses, and 
many of them are not suitable for use as 
places of refreshment. But reform is not 
easy. The extinction of redundant licenses 
under British law involves in each case a 
payment out of a compensation fund pro- 
vided by an annual charge levied upon all 
public houses. Thus the reduction of re- 
dundancy is limited by the money available 
for the payment of compensation. As re- 
gards the improvement of public-house 
premises, finance is again the limiting fac- 
tor. To deal with this latter point bluntly, 
the improved public house with its amenities 
and higher standards leads to lessened con- 
sumption of intoxicants and so to lessened 
profits. Why should brewing companies 
who own 95 per cent of the English public 
houses expend capital . in improvements 
which will diminish their receipts? Again, 
the relationship between these brewing com- 
panies and the occupants of their public 
hcouses—the license-holder—required exam- 
ination. These are a few of the matters 
on which the Labor Government was anx- 
ious that a Royal Commission, after ade- 
quate inquiry, should pronounce a consid- 
ered judgment and, if possible, clear the 
way for further progress. 


The report of this Royal Commission, 
after two years of taking evidence and dis- 
cussion, is at length available. In all es- 
sential respects; the report will be accept- 
able to progressive opinion and will encour- 
age reform. A majority of the commis- 
sioners express approval of the principle 
of public ownership of the liquor trade. 
Because of the financial position of the 
country, they put aside proposals for the 
universal expropriation of the private own- 
ers, but they recommend not only that the 
trade in the area of Carlisle should continue 
to be owned by the state but that the prin- 
ciple of state ownership should be extended 
to other suitable areas, This is the out- 
standing pronouncement of the report. 

Next in importance is a recommendation 
for the appointment of five permanent com- 
missioners through whom a national pian 
for reducing the number and improving the 
quality of public houses is to be operated.

A CONVICTED OF RAFT 
“ON SANTARY BOAR 


Former Officers of Chicago 
Body Alleged to Have 
Squandered $5,000,000.

CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—Four former 


officers of the Sanitary District of 
Chicago were convicted yesterday 
of a conspiracy to squander. mil- 
lions of public money. Timothy J. 
Crowe and Frank J. Link, president 
and member of the board of trus- 
tees during 1927-28, when the 
State alleged $5,090,000 was mis- 
spent for padded payrolls, exorbit- 
ant contracts, useless construction 
and graft, were sentenced to one 
to five years in the State peniten- 
tiary. WS 

John T. Miller, head of the de- 
partment of perm:nent plants and 
structures, received a sentence of 
six months in the Houge of Correc- 
tion and was fined $2000. Martin 
T. Edelstein, real estate agent for 
the board, received a three-month 
sentence and fined $2000. 

Their three co-defendants, James 
Whalen, John J. Touhy and August 
W. Miller, were acquitted. Whalen 
and Touhy are still trustees. Miller 


The four convicted were allowed 


120 days’ stay of execution while 
Albert Fink, their lawyer, appeals 
the case. Motions for new trial, 
however, were rejected by Chief 
Justice Marry M. Fisher of the 
Cook County Criminal Court, who 
presided over the nine-week trial, 
with two other Circut Judges as 
advisers.

“One of the saddest situations,” 
said the Chief Justice, “was that 
phase which portrayed @ legislative 
body, including both houses, whose 
duty it was from time to time to 
pass on legislation affecting the 
sanitary district, receiying from the 
coffers of that institution vast sums 
of mpney by either placing them- 
selves on the payroll or members 
of their family or friends. 

“This was only 2 part of the 
despicable situation thet prevatled 
in that municipality. Dummy cor- 
porations were organized ‘or the 
purpose of dealing with the ¢is- 
trict. Overcharges as Righ as 97 
per cent were made. 

Contractors Paid Twice. 

“One project in particular, the 
bridle path, could have been con- 
structed for from $300,000 to $400,- 
000, yet over @ million dollars was 
spent for that by the sanitary dis- 
trict. Contractors have been paid 
twice for performing the same 
work. There was not a moment's 
hesitation in reaching the conclu- 
sion that there was @ huge con- 
spiracy, and large sums of money 
corruptly and unlawfully taken out 
of the treasury.”

The new work offers nothing to 
complacent and unimaginative aud- 
itors and scarcely more to those 
who feel that the last word on 
music issued from the bearded face 
of Brahms. But for those who 
think of music as a growing organ- 
ism and who look to it for some 
sort of expression of an ever- 
changing nature, it is consistently 
interesting and stimulating. 


What its ultimate place may be 
can hardly be estimated now. More 
than two or three hearings are nec- 
essary before one can attempt any 
sort of definite appraisal of its 
merits. But one performance alone 
is enough to free it from connota- 
tions of triviality. Certainly one 
performance is -enough to make 
the unfavorable criticisms which 
this work received in the Eastern 
cities seem more than a little sur- 
prising. 

Like previous works by Strayin- 
sky the concerto makes its chief 
appeal through its complicated ar- 
rangement of rhythmic patterns 
and its instrumental coloring but 
though in these respects it bears a 
certain family resemblance to oth- 
er compositions by Stravinsky it is 
original in its net effect. 

The treatment of the melodic line 
in this composition is another char- 
acteristic which sets At apart 
from previous important works of 
the composer. Much more is made 
of it. The Second Aria, in fact, is 
so definitely lyrical that it tends to 
force this movement out of the 
frame in which the whole composi- 
tion has been set and to that ex- 
tent weakens the unity of appeal. 
This unity is derived from the repe- 
tition of thematic material such as 
the distended chord which opens 
all four movements, and the 
peculiar melodic sequence which 
forms a kind of main theme in the 
First Aria and is suggested again 
in the piu tranquillo passage of the 
Capriccio. It also derives from the 
reasonably strict adherence to ton- 
ality, which is still tonality even 
when Stravinsky calls it ‘“‘polarity,’’ 
and in the genera! symphonic use 
of rhythrus. 

But though rhythmic and melo- 
Gic ideas are repeatec, the exact 
design is sever the same. Stra- 
vinsky’s passion for constant 
change makes him alter such a de- 
sign every time it appears, and in 
some cases the alterations seem to 
grow out of mere wilfulness rather 
than the organic necessities of the 
work. 

In general, the work is small in 
size. A reduced orchestra, with yery 
few strings, is used and the effects 
are biting and insinuating rather 
than bold, truculent and massive. 

Mr. Dushkin's performance could 
hardly haye been bettered. Al- 
though he had few opportunities 
for making the usual sensual appeal 
to his audience, it was obvious that 
he was a player of great gifts, with 
a large, brilliant rounded tone and 
25 incisive bow. 

Conductor Viadimir Golschs:ans 
also playec his part with great bril- 
Nance. He carried the orchestra 
through <ffficult rhythmic passages 
with a facile, expressive and a self- 
confident baten. The frequently 
trying ensembles were uniformly 
successful.

Candidate ‘‘Favors’ Editors 
With Handbook State Re- 
quires Him to Supply.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.—lLf 
the editors of Missouri are as ap- 
preciative as Secretary of State 
Charles U. Becker thinks they 
should be of the receipt of the cur- 
rent issue of the Missouri State 
Manual, containing statistical in- 
formation about the State Govern- 
ment, Becker will get a lot of free 
advertising in his campaign for the 
Republican nomination for Gover- 
nor. 

Becker would even save the edi- 
tors the trouble of writing their ap- 
preciation, having sent to each & 
form for publication in their pa- 
pers. . 

Becker puts his own name only 
six times in the half column of 
thanks which he is asking the 
newspapers to print, and he com- 
pliments himself no more than to 
ask the editors to say that “the 
excellence and preciseness of the 
Manual reflects great credit upon 
Secretary of State Charles U. 
Becker and his editor and com- 
piler, Charles W. Fear, both of 
whom are veterans in the publish- 
ing work, thus giving them the 41- 
vantage of knowing how to pro- 
duce the largest amount of infor- 
mation in the minimum space.” 

In his opening paragraph of the 
copy of the thanks that he asks 
the editors to publish, Becker pro- 
poses that they say he “has 
fayored’’ them with copies of the 
Manual. 

He neglects to mention that the 
laws of Missouri :equire him to so 
“fayor’ the newspapers, the stat- 
utes specifically directing that cop- 
ies of the Manual be furnished 
the newspapers. : 


The Manual is considered a yal- 
uable statistical volume. It con- 
tains the names of State employes, 
their salaries and a mass of elec- 
tion statistics and information about 
county, city and State depart- 
ments. It doesn’t contain the 
names of quite all the employes, 
Becker, for instance, haying over- 
looked including the names of 
Democratic employes in his office. 
But, this year, Becker is a candi- 
date in the Republican primary.

OF ASSESSMENT 
ADOPTEDBY ITY 


Aldermen Pass Bill In- 
dorsed hy Civic Bodies, 
for True Valuation of 
Real Estate. 


An ordinance establishing a uni- 
form method of assessing real es- 
tate for taxation purposes at its 
true value was passed by a unani- 
mous vote of the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday. 

The bill, introduced by President 
Neun, and indorsed by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Bureau of 
Municipal Research, and other 
civic bodies, hag been under discus- 


sion in the Board of Aldermen for 
nearly a year. method out- 
lined provides for a complete de- 
scription of every parcel of proper- 
ty within the city limits, and the 
establishment of unit factors for 
determining the true value. 

To establish land values, the As- 
sessor is directed to fix a uniform 
standard unit by determining the 
true value of one foot front in the 
middle of each block. A depth ta- 
ble, for the purpose of assessing lots 
varying from the unit foot, which, 
the ordinance suggests, should 
have a depth of 125 feet, will be 
worked out, along with a corner 
influence table expressing uniform 
rules for the determination of en- 
hancing or detracting value of side 
street influence. 

A card system contajning a com- 
plete description of each parcel of 
property will be established by the 
Assessor, and maintained as a per- 
manent record accessible to the 
public. 

The Assessor will annually pre- 
pare city block maps containing 
the assessment for land, buildings 
and improvements. These maps 
will be posted in each block before 
the second Monday in March with 
a notice of a public meeting to dis- 
cuss the ass@éssments for the pur- 
pose of getting an expression of 
opinion from taxpayers in each 
district relative to the uniform 
method employed in arriving at 
the true valuation for assessment 
purposes. 

The ordinance appropriates $3000 
for the expense of starting the pro- 
gram to the end of the present 
fiscal period, April 12. 
Gehner estimates it will cost at 
least $150,000 to install the entire 
system, which will necessitate a 
complete reassessment of all real 
estate in the city. According to 
Gehner, a year will be required to 
put the system into effect. 

In the past, real estate assess- 
ments for tax purposes haye been 
made by district assessors, who 
used their own judgment to 
valuation.

DUSTED PRESIDENT 


OF PERU, NAMED 
LOAN QUI IES 


Augusto B. Leguia, Held in 
Penitentiary and Hospital 
Since Downfall in 1930, 
Succumbs. 


By the Associated Press. 

LIMA, Peru, Feb. 6. — Former 
President Augusto B. Leguia, whose 
administration recently was under 
discussion before a United States 


Senate committee investigating for- 
eign loans, died here today at the 
naval hospital at Bellavista where 
he had been transferred from Lima 
penitentiary. He Lad been in poor 
health for a long time. 
Peru's “Leguia problem” 
thus solved automatically. Many 
had expressed the opinion he 
should be released because of his 
age. His son, Jpan, still is jn 
prison. i 


Leguia rose to power July 4, 
1919, by a coup d'etat and main- 
tained himself as virtual dictator 
of Peru for 11 years. He fled the 
country in August, 1930, when a 
military reyolt overthrew his ad- 
ministration. He collapsed aboard 
a warship two days afterward and 
was operated on. He was detained 
aboard the warship pending trial 
for alleged irregularities, im- 
prisoned on an island at Callao for 
a time, then moved to the Lima 
penitentiary. 

With six relatives, he was tried 
in November, 1930, for “illegal en- 
richment.”” A large quantity of 
jewels, including a gold crown, was 
found in his safes and deposit 
boxes. He and his sons were fincd 
$7,625,000 as reimbursement to the 
Government for improper transac- 
tions. 

Last December Congress asked 
that he be tried as a traitor and 
a resolution recommending a trial 
for treason was approved by the 
National Assembly. 

During the United States Senate 
investigation at Washington last 
month Freedrick Strauss of the J. 
& W. Scligman Co. of New York 
told the committee a comunission 
of $415,000 was paid to Leguia’s 
son, Juan, for promoting $100,- 
000,000 in loans to Peru which now 
are in default. 

Leguia was 68 years old. He 
came of an old Colonial family and 
attended college in Chile, but re- 
turned to Peru in 1881, volunteered 
for service in the army and saw ac- 
tion in the Chilean War of that 
year. 

He got a job with a New York in- 
surance company agency for whojn 
he eventually became resident man- 
ager. When the agency went out of 
business he became manager of @ 
sugar plantation. He did not get 
into politics until 1903, when he 
was made Minister of Finance. 

That was the beginning of a long 
series of intrigues in which he was 
involved, for the new regime pu* 
him into jail, then exiled him on a 
charge that he was plotting to seize 
the presidency. He went to Lon- 
don, lost everything he had in the 
brokerage business when the World 
War broke out, and came back to 
Peru in 1919 as a candidate for 
President. 

Pardo was serving . his second 
term as President then, but at the 
next election Leguia steam-rollered 
him out and for 11 years Leguia 
ruled with an iron hand.

U. S. Trade Commission Ex-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Exam- 
iner Aaron J. Hughes told the Fed- 
eral Trade Commigsion yesterday 
that the National Public Service 
Corporation and its subsidiary hold- 
ing company, the Municipal Service 
Co., recorded profits of $2,740,904 
from apprectations of securities 
transferred from one subsidiary to 
another. 

The National Public Service Cor- 
poration is controlled by the Na- 
tional Electric Power Co., a mem- 
ber of the Insull group of holding 
companies. The commission is ex- 
amining its affairs as part of a 
general investigation ordered by 
the Senate. 

In many instances, Hughes said, 
the practice of transferring securi- 
ties “at prices greatly exceeding 
their cost’”’ was noted. : 

These securities, he continued, 
usually consisted of stocks repre- 
senting control of companies in- 
volved. Some of these companies 
aro in Ohio, Pennsylvania, Florida 
and Virginia. In most cases the 
transfers were made for the pur- 
pose of consolidation or the form- 
ing of a new company by merger,

Fidelity Bond Receiver Seeks 
Permission to Halt Action 
in Denver. 


Isaac T. Cook, as receiver for 
the Fidelity Bond & Mortgage Co., 
petitioned in Circuit Judge Nor- 
toni’s Court yesterday for author- 
ity to enter into an agreement to 
prevent tureclosure proceedings 
against the Cogsmupolitan Hotel, 
Denver, which was one of the com- 
pany’s projects. 

Bondholders of the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel. Inc., and the Colorado Na- 
tional Bank of Denver, trustee, 
have threatened foreclosure, the pe- 
tition set forth, because the Fidel- 
ity Bond & Mortgage Co., as de- 
pository, failed to apply $127,000 
in payment for principal and in- 
terest due on the bonds last Dec. 


1. The money was forwarded to 
the depository by the hotel com- 
pany to meet this obligation but the 
receiver states he has been advised 
it was used by the Fidelity con- 
cern for other purposes than pay- 
ing the principal and interest on 
Cosmopolitan bonds. At the time 
$47,000 was due on coupons and 
$80,000 on principal. The amount 
of the hotel bonds outstanding is 
$1,480,000. 

Because of the default the bond- 
holders have asked the trustee to 
take steps to sell the hotei property, 
which is security for the bonds. The 
hotel corporation contends it is not 
in arrears through any fault of it, 
as it furnished the money to muke 
the payments due. It does not de- 
sire that the property be sold and 
to prevent such action the Denver 
bank is trustee under the bond issue

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 6.— 
Prospects for the United States 
winning back the Davis cup, inter- 
national tennis prize, donated by 
Dwight F. Davis of St. Louis, in 
1932, were made brighter by the 
action of the annual. meeting of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion here today. 


The recommendations of the Da- 
vic Cup Committee to change the 
travel arrangements for. the team 
met with unanimous approval. 
According to the program out- 
lined, the United States’ team, if 
successful in winning the American 
zone finals, will reach France the 
first week in July and start prac- 
tice immediately on hard courts 
instead of going through the strain 
of two weeks’ play on grass courts 
in the British championship at 
Wimbledon as heretofore. The 
players will have from 10 days to 
two weeks to prepare for the Eu- 
ropean zone finals, the winner of 
which will oppose France in the 
challenge later in July. 

WHil Send Four Players. 

The National Executive Commit- 
tee authorized the Davis Cup Com- 
mittee to send a team of four play- 
ers and a captain to France. As in 
the past, Davis Cup selection com- 
mittee will probably name a squad 
of eight to 12 players for practice 
sessions in April or May and from 
this squad pick enough players to 
form a team to compete in the 
North American zone matches, 
which will start about May 15. 
With the possible exception of 
Australia, the United States team 
should have no difficulty in win- 
ning the American zone matches. 
In the first match United States 
meets Canada, while Australia op- 
poses Cuba. Mexico mects the win- 
ner of the United States-Canada 
match and the ultimate winner op- 
poses the victor in the Australia 
vs. Cuba match. 

South America may send a team 
to this country to oppose the 
North American zone winner, 
While the Australian players have 
not been announced it appears 
quite likely that the Anzacs will 
fight it out with the United States 
in the North American zone finals. 

To Pass Up Wimbledon. 

The purpose of the new playing 
arrangements for the United States 
Davis cup team is three-fold. Prob- 
ably the most important is the 
elimination of the gruelling com- 
petition at Wimbledon. Secondly 
the players will have the oppor- 
tunity to compete not only in the 
American zone matches but in sev- 
eral tournaments in the Middle 
West during the month of June. 
This will help the various tourna- 
ment committees as well as give 
the players competition on hard 
court surfaces for two months 
prior to the matches in Europe. In 
addition to climatic conditions in 
France, the players are obliged to 
play with a tennis ball with lower 
compression than those used in the 
United States. Several players who 
have competed on previous Davis 
cup teams have commented on the 
fact that the ball is different in so 
far as the compression is con- 
cerned although the size of the 
ball is the same.

Yet 
the decade from 1920 to 1930 has 
been almost revolutionary in its 
effect on American life. 

The radio, for instance; with ra- 
dio sets in every home, purchasable 
for sums so that even the least of 
usS may own them, it is difficult to 
realize that the first radio broad- 
casting station was established no 
earlier than November, 1920, in 
East Pittsburg, to carry the re- 
turns of the Hardinzg-Cox presiden- 
tial election; that for a consider- 
able time after that the music 
broadcast was from phonograph 
records, and amateur operators ob- 
jected to the interference with the 
messages they were getting; that 
skirts early in 1920 were only six 
or seven inches above the ground;

The changes wrought by that 
decade, and the events that trans- 
pired, historically and socially, are 
numerous, but so accepted as ac- 
tualities today that it is hard to 
appreciate them, unless brought to 
us in an organized form. The his- 
tory of the decade has been ¢com- 
piled in such a form by Frederick 
Lewis Allen, as “Only Yesterday,” 
and published by Harper & Broth- 
ers of New York. 

Allen ascribes the tremendous 
changes to several things: the post- 
war disillusionment, the growing 
independence of the newly enfran- 
chised women, the increased use of 
the automobile, and, of course, the

The shorter skirt brought with 
it a decrease in general in the 
amount of clothing worn by women, 
with the boyishly slender figure 
the feminine goal; silk and rayon 
supplanted cotton, and the demand 
for rayon was so great that the 
rroduction increased from 8,000,- 
000 pounds in 1920 to 563,000,000 
pounds in 1925, Layer after layer 
of apparel was discarded; it was 
estimated by the Journal of Com- 
merce in 1928 that in 15 years the 
material fot a woman’s complete 
costume had decreased from 19% 
yards to seven yards.

NILY so recently as 1928 short 
Q hair, except in children, was 

associated with radicalism. 
Even in 1922 it was predicted that 
the Lob would last only through 
the summer.

Beauty culture was another 
phase of the new era.

Teacher's Troubles 


HE job of teaching a roomful 
A | of children varying widely in 

mental abilities, interests and 
temperaments is by nO means easy. 
Added to this, every teacher finds 
in her room one or two outstand- 
ing behavior probiems. 
If she is inadequately trained or 
temperamentally unsuited to her 
work she, undoubtedly, becomes re- 
sponsibie for the development of 
several more behavior problems be- 
fore the year is done. 
But even the best teacher fre- 
quently is unable to cope with the 
problems which come to her all 
ready made. 

These are the problems made at 
home and with which she can hope 
to deal successfully only if the 
child’s parents co-aperate. 

There is the typical bad boy who 
kicks his deskmate, laughs out of 
time and tries to make himself an 
exception to every rule. 

In nine cases out of ten, all his 
misbehavior is an expression of the 
resentmenpt he feels toward hig 
treatment at home. 

Because mother and father exeré 
cise their authorfty unjustly he re« 
fuses obedience to all authority at 
school. 

There is the nervous child wha 
is forevér restless, twitching in his 
seat and making grimaces. 

Undoubtedly, home treatinent 
has contributed its share to thig 
difficulty, too.
